it is the Hierarchy that we are thinking of more than 
those ministers.

We have the falling of Empires 
the decay of civilisations, until they passed away, 
Thus the great civilisation of the fourth root-race has 
left its traces in history. Gradually these dwindled, 
until you find their remnants in the Peruvian system 
destroyed by Pizarro, You find their remnants in 
the Mexican civilisation destroyed by Cortes. You 
find further relics in the North American Indians, 
and in many other tribes that possess a magic of 


occult ceremonies, potent and mighty even to the 


present day. Itis vanishing, but it has not vanished, 


Meanwhile another civilisation is born—the fifth. 
For ages upon ages, for tens of thousands of years, 
that young civilisation remains hidden from the gaze 
of history. How should history know it while it is 
still in the nursery of the Hierarchy and the Devas?

Let me come back to the main point—the civilisa- 
tion which is growing under the special care of the 
Hierarchy, while the earlier civilisation is reaching 
its highest point.
